Hon, Henry Wilson was thon introduced, and
received with great enthusinsm, He deolared
thut he did nol know how others felt in rd

togranting a lltense to sell liguor, but it filled
bim with horror. The ldea that men are to be
authorized by inw to soll Intoxionting drinks In
an awful thought, and It shoeked and alarmed

him. The gerestion is forced upon us, and it
must be brav: Iy met or basely shunped, It will
heat the ball t-box in the contest for Senators
and Represountatives, but he would say, let the
next Loglulature follow she example of the pre-
sent one.

Remarkable Discoveries — Researches
Among the Bones of Dead Centuries.
From the Nashvilte ( Tenn.) Press and Times.

It may not be generally known that the
ground on which the city ol Nsehville now
stunds was once the site ol an ancient and popu-
lous town, yet such is supposed to be the Iack
Some of the moest interesting antiquities of our
State are found along the lower course of Stone
river, but o few miles from Nashville. A wide
area of country there is covered thickly with
thousands of graves of now forgoticn people.

But & few days ago several gentlemen made
gome researches in this region, and found ther
lubore richly reéwarded by some striking dis-
coveries, AL n viace known aa Schell’s Spri
they found a mound ol considerable height, an
perzlnpu forty feet in diameler, which proved
upon examivation to be nothing less than a vast
mausolenm ol the dead. The graves were found
to be made of flat rocks, symmetrically joined
together, and three tlers decp from the base of
the mound to its spex. Bones were found in s
remarkable state ol preservation, together with
Ln.ailu:'j and shells, Very large ornaments have

¢en dug out o this Jocality, made from shells
found only in the Gall of Mexlco.

A gentlemen of acknowledged skill end autho-
rity In untiguarian matters, who conducted the
researches made a tew duys ago, estimated that
the 1emaing which they uneartbhed could not
have & less sge than six or seveu hundred years,
What is remarkab e, no warlike implemenis are
found in this loeality, trom which It is inferred
that they were a peaceable race, and were pro-
bably exterminated or driven away by the In-
dinns, Iu one of the graves was found a beanti-
jul Jittle vase, which had been placed in the
hand of the inmate of the tomb at the time of
the bural, Upon this little bit of earthenware
was the model of a diminutive animal, The
cure which these people took of their dead
ghows & high degree of humanity. We learn
that other investigations iu this scetion are to
be made ere long, The field is certainly a rich
one lor the antiquarisn,
